SpeakerPro Tempore Freese ruled dsllows: “On
Tuesdayof this week Representative Miller regarding the
rules and statutes that govern this Assembly made a
parliamentarynquiry. | have given this much thought since
I have ruled on this issue beforethink it is important to
recognizethat undefArticle IV, section 8, of the Wconsin
Constitution the assembly is the sole and absolute decision
makeron Assembly proceedings that are not set out in the
Wisconsinor federal constitution. It is within the Assembly’
power under Article IV, section 8, of the constitutipro
permitor refuse to permit the suspension or modification of
arule of proceedings set forth in the statytes as it can of
a rule of proceedings set forth in the rules pamphlet.

In Masons manual section 2 refeis the right to regulate
procedure. The Constitutional right of a state legislature to
controlits own procedure cannot be withdrawrrestricted
by statute, but statutes may control procedure insofar as they
do not conflict withthe rules of the houses or with the rules
containedn the constitution. Section 3 states that$iete
Constitutionis a limitation rather than a grant of legislative
power. If not expressly or implicitlywithheld, the whole
legislativepower of the state is committed to the legislature.

It appears that the updating of legislative proceedings in
the statutes have not kept up to the updating of legislative
proceedingsn the rules pamphletsThe statutes appear to
reflectan earlier view othe powers that are to be exercised
by the assembly €iters.
